That is the longest time inter- 
val ever calculated — 500 billion 
times the age of the earth, esti- 


mated at three billion vears—the | 


Atomic Energy Commission said 
in announcing the discovery. 

The agency Said that while two 
of its researchers were 
this at the Argonne National Lab- 
oratory in Chicago, another sci- 
entist at the University of Cali- 
fornia in Berkeley was determin- 
ing the life-span ot a neutral 
meson—the  shortest-lived sub- 
atomic particle. 

This meson lasts just one ten- 
trillionth of a second, the 
mission reportea.

| WASHINGTON, June 3—Suck- 
ers who play the horses can find | 
out why they always lose in the 
long run. The explanation will be, 
available in a voluminous reper | 
on bookmaking to be filed wit 
'the Senate next week by the com- 
'merce subcommittee which has 
been investigating gambling. 

The report will make it clear 
that the bookies’ odds always are 
stacked against the bettor, who 
never gets an even break, a sub- 
committee spokesman declared. 
As long as the bookmakers can 
keep their capital in circulation, 
it will be shown the only one who 
really gambles is the horseplayer. 

The $2 bettor may be surprised 
to learn that some bookmakers 
offer large “‘rebates’’—occasional- 
ly as high as 50 per cent of losses 
'—to big bettors who become regu- 
lar customers. That's how 
'the pickings are. 

The Senate 
are preparing a list of 2000 names 
and addresses of persons who dis- 
tribute horse racing information 
used by bookmakers. 

The subcommittee and the full 
Commerce Committee have ap- 
proved a bill which would outlaw 
telegraph and telephone trans- 
mission of certain information 
across state lines before a horse 
race started. Betting odds, prob- 
able winners, jockey changes, | 
weights and scratches would be 
included in the information that | 
could legally be transmitted only 
after start of the race.

Not Active in Company. 

Molasky, who lives in a hand;

New, More Deadly Weapons 
Bring Pushbutton War Nearer 


Navy Making Progress With Guided Missile, 
Air Force Has Radio-Controlled 
Bomb. 


By C. YATES McDANIEL 

WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
The atomic guided missile and ar- 
tillery shell are the latest devel- 
opments in America’s defense 
arsenal. While no _ responsible 
* military man or scientist will say 
that this is the beginning of push-

The best information § available 
leads to the conclusion that con- 
ventional weapons won't he 
dumped overboard by atomic de- 
velopments and that soldiers will 
still have to fight as they always 
have. | 
As an Air Force general recent- 
ly put it, people may have to be 
in different places than in the 
past, but people still will be es- 
sential. 

There are many reasons for this. 
For one thing, it is quite likely 
that defenses will be found for 
even the most potent of the new 
weapons. The atomic guided mis- 
sile offers an example. 

Because this missile {s guided 
by radio, radar, television or a 
combination of these and other 
electronic devices, it is conceiv- 
able that it could be diverted or 
misguided from its target by en- 
emy electronics.

The contract, signed after 25 negotiating 
sessions conducted by agreement without 
recriminations and crippling claims and 
counter-claims in the press, spelled out for 


the first time ‘in providing an annual 4-cents- | 


an-hour “improvement factor’ increase: a 
mutual economic 
progress and increased productivity 
essentials. The agreement contained 
following vital paragraph: 

“The annual improvement factor pro- 
vided herein recognizes that a continuing 
improvement in the standard of living of 
employes depends upon _ technological 
progress, better tools, methods, processes 
and equipment, and a co-operative attitude 
on the part of all parties in such progress. 
It further recognizes the principle that to 
produce more with the same amount of 
human effort is a sound economic and

“If every American wage earner in 1955 
could have $700 increased purchasing 
power it would aggregate 42 billions of 
dollars,” Reuther stated, “and would 
create a tremendous market for consumer 
goods, such as washing machines, clothes, 
houses.

His parents seem to have been of the middle 
class, although this, when true, is something 
good Communists usually do not advertise. 

Popovich had at least one brother, who 
was killed while serving with the Yugoslav 
Partisan forces toward the end of the war, 
and who is regarded as a _ national—and 
party—hero and martyr. 


Popovich From Medical Studies. 


The future Ambassador planned to be a 
doctor, and studied at the University of 
Belgrade from 1932 to 1937. Apparently, 
however, he never completed his studies and 
never qualified for a medical degree. Polit- 
ical aspirations seem to have superseded his 
professional ambitions. He joined the Com- 
munist youth organization in 1930, when he 
was only 16 years old, and became a mem- 
ber of the party itself two years later. Both 
organizations were then illegal in Yugoslavia. 

This early start on a party career makes 
Popovich a sort of Communist “Man of Dis- 
tinction” in Yugoslavia, where approximately 
98 per cent of the comrades can date their 
party memberships only as far back as the 
Popovich is now one 
of the 50 to 60 members of the Central Come 
mittee of the Yugoslav Communist party, 
although he does not belong to the all-powe 
erful Politburo. He was elected this spring 
to the Council of Nationalities, the upper 
house of the national legislature. 

By 1937, the future Ambassador was prome 


'ijnent enough in the party to go as a Yugoslav 
‘delegate to a Communist World Student Cone 


and later that same year he 
went to Spain, where he served with the In- 
ternational Brigade in the forces of the 
Spanish Republic against Franco. Popovich 
may have become acquainted with. Tito at

Bullets and Bolos 


Seven nations bent on creating a non-Com- 
munist front in the Far East have ended their 
conference at Baguio. The location of this con- 
ference in the beautiful Benguet mountains con- 
tains as much irony as scenery. Only a few 
miles below the Philippines summer capital, 
Communist-led guerrillas dominate wide areas 
with bullets and bolos. 

So the host nation of a meeting opposed to 
Communism is itself plagued with a rising in- 
ternal threat of Communism. Is this the begin- 
ning of what happened to China? 

Walter Lippmann recently remarked on “the 
breakdown of government in the region con- 
quered by Japan.” The growth of the Hukbala- 
hap in the Philippines tells much of the story of 
Mr. Lippmann said: 

The truth seems to. be that, like all suc- 
ces ul guerrillas, the Huks have widespread 
lar support. In the areas they have 
£ ji, they have redistributed the land. 

In the Philippines, as in China, Indochina and 
elsewhere, land redistribution means popular 
support. And in the Philippines, the problem of 
land ownership and use was made to order for 
the Communists. It was waiting for them.

The Filipino taos till tiny plots of land, and 
receive 50 per cent of the crops, which is almost 
nothing. Before the war, tenants on estates had 
an average annual cash income of $20. Former 
High Commissioner McNutt asserted that these 
areas of economic feudalism “were for years 
hotbeds of vagrant political philosophies.”’ 

The insurrectos who fought Spain counted 
heavily on peasant support. There were tao 
uprisings in 1923, 1924, 1927 and 1931. The Sak- 
dalistas were suppressed after bloody fighting in 
1935, but remained to assist the Japanese inva- 
sion six years later. 

Enemy occupation was a blessing for many 
peasants. As a Philippine newspaper man said, 
“The landlord left his hacienda and stayed in 
Manila where there was ‘peace and order’ under 
the Jap bayonet. The peasant stayed behind 
and fought the Jap.” 

Out of this came the Hukbalahap, or People’s 
Army Against Japan, armed with American guns 
to fight the invaders. Today, under the Com- 
munist Luis Taruc, the Huks fight the Philip- 
pine Government. And in five yeafs it is esti- 
mated that they have grown from 5000 te 20,000. 

They have grown because of misunderstanding 
and wishful ignorance of the problem of: the 
land. While the American occupation built 
roads, schools and hospitals, it did little to dis- 
turb the feudal agricultural system. 

Filipino officials were not interested. Joseph 
Ralston Hayden, political scientist and former 
Vice Governor, commented that “an inquiry 
would inevitably be pushed into the whole realm 
of the oppression of the poor peasant by the 
local boss, the usurer, the Constabulary.”

Even when Communist leaders seized the land 
issue, after the war, the Government in Manila 
did not wake up. The Osmena and Roxas Gov- 
ernments made proposals to decrease land rents 
and redivide large estates, but opposition of 
landlords powerful in politics wrecked the re- 
sults. Similar plans of President Quirino were 
wrecked by heavy fighting with the Huks. 

The situation was exactly predictable. Nine- 
teen years ago, the late Gov. John C. Early 
warned, “Take away a man’s land and he is des- 
perate.” Years before that, the insurrecto Gen. 
Sandiko said that Jand troubles would not be 
settled as long as the Americans remained, but 
would soon be dealt with “after they leave.” 


Nearly four years ago, the Americans left the 
government to the new Philippine Republic. 
Today the United States is still trying, with mil- 
lions of dollars in assistance and trade prefer- 
ences, to help build an outpost of democracy in 
Asia. Yet Communist guerrilla action is grow- 
ing and, as Mr. Lippmann concluded, it “is not 
soluble by the conventional military forces 
which the Western nations are used to.” 

What is required is less conventional thinking, 
and a recognition with the late Gov. Early that

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Benton Place 

Benton Place is a place of trees in a city area 
that has few trees. It is a place of history where 
little evidence of history remains. It is a place 
of solid construction partly surrounded by 
rickety slums. And it is not a place to be marked 
for destruction. 

This question is: Shall Benton Place be classi- 
fied for eventual slum clearance, along with the 
Cass avenue and Eighteenth street districts to 
the north? For slum clearance is intended to 
remove the worst spots in a city, not to destroy 
what could be reclaimed. 

Benton Place is not a slum. Since 1866 it 
has been a private place, of private homes, and 
a link with a vanishing past. Today it is pos- 
sible to look from gardens there out over what 
once was Chouteau’s Pond, across industrial 
roofs toward Union Station. 

Benton Place belongs to Lafayette Park, on 
the south. The park was the old French Com- 
mons, and near it once lived the great Justice 
Brandeis and the late Mayor Kiel. Today the 
neighborhood is a restful place in the heart of 
a busy city. On a winter's day, elderly men 
gather in a house in the park to play checkers. 

Lafayette Park and Benton Place own a re- 
laxed if somewhat untidy air. The mansard 
roofs and foliage have reminded visiting artists 
of Paris. There is a predominant simplicity of 
architecture, with only a few turrets, bulges and 
grotesqueries of a later Victorian period. 

No doubt some of the buildings in the area 
should come down, but others have recently 
been improved. And with careful city planning 
the district could be refurbished. Clearing 
tenements in adjacent blocks would encourage 
the home owners to rehabilitate Benton Place 


and the park district. It should be part of a 
city’s progress and growth to save what is good, 
and not to forget its history. Sometimes this 
requires a city to draw fine lines. But bull- 
dozers have: no place in Benton Place. 
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What the Line-Up Shows 


Although the two bills have much in com- 
mon as instruments of monopoly, a comparison 
of the Senate votes on the Kerr natural gas 
grab and the basing-point scheme shows the 
Democratic and Republican positions just re- 
versed. More Republican Senators than Demo- 
crats voted against the bill to reach into the 
natural gas consumers’ pockets. But Democrats 
led in the opposition to the bill to legalize the 
basing-point system which fosters monopoly by 
facilitating identical prices over the country.

We would not for a minute suggest that the 
President read this table on a strict party 
basis. What he needs to do is to check the 
membership of the Senate and see who stands 
where. When he does, he will find that. if he 
signs the basing-point bill, he will join with the 
Byrds, Kerrs and McCarrans of his own party. 
He will stand against. Senators such as Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee, Douglas of Illinois and 
Humphrey of Minnesota who entered the Sen- 
ate in the historic election 1948. If he signs 
this bill, the President will take the side of 
such G.O.P. reactionaries as Cain of Washing- 
ton, Jenner of Indiana, Bricker of Ohio and 
Wherry of Nebraska. If he puts his name on 
the basing-point bill and makes it law, he will 
say that he believes Majority Leader Lucas is 
wrong and that Donnell and Kem of Missouri 
are right. 

The basing-point bill is economically complex, 
and the President will be urged by one group to 
sign it and by another to veto it. Both groups 
will try to be persuasive. One approach, how- 
ever, will be simple. This is for him to reflect 
that not only is the majority of his own party 
against the bill, but that a combination of reac- 
tionaries of both parties put it over in the Sen- 
ate. In view of this, his signature on the basing- 
point bill would inevitably become an issue in 
the 1950 congressional election. 
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Dream That Became a Highway 

Clark McAdams, who edited this page in the 
early ’30s and before that conducted a column 
of humor and verse called “Just a Minute,” 
hunted arrowheads and other Indian relics as a 
boy in the Mississippi and Illinois river bluff 
country adjacent to Otterville, above Alton. So 
did his brother, John D. McAdams, who became 
an owner of the Alton Telegraph. Clark Mc- 
Adams died 15 years ago and John lost his 
life in an automobile accident in 1941. Were 
they alive, they undoubtedly would be today 
at the opening of the river highway from Alton 
to Piasa creek, north of Clifton Terrace. The 
occasion is one which both dreamed about and 
it is fitting that the new roadway should bear 
the name of McAdams. 

This highway, with its changing vistas of the 
great river, will add much to the enjoyment of 
the lake which the Mississippi becomes above 
the Alton dam. Today, for example, it will 
afford a long grandstand for people who range 
themselves on its course to watch the all-day 
motor boat regatta to Hardin. When the St. 
Louis area is encircled by a chain of outlying 
parks, the lake and the highway which edges 
it, at the foot of the Illinois bluffs, are certain 
to play a major role in the recreational life of 
the region. In time the river road will reach 
to Pere Marquette State Park, with its peak 
named for the father of Clark and John Mc- 
Adams. And eventually, it will be a link in 
the river parkway which will extend from 
Minnesota to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Gov. Stevenson does something important as 
well as pleasant when he dedicates McAdams 


highway this afternoon. 
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After Five Years 

Nobody has ever suggested a workable alterna- 
tive to the occupation of Germany. But a num- 
ber of commentators have been worrying about 
it because no military government, no matter 
how well-intentioned, is ideal for the promotion 
of friendship between the rulers and the ruled. 

After five years, however, this is largely a 
paper worry. For this we have the word of a 
German, Johann Lachner, one of the editors of 
Munich’s Sueddeutsche Zeitung. He does not 
pretend that everything.in the last half-decade 
has been smooth as silK. But he does believe 
that the personal, day-by-day relations between 
Germans and Americans have been remarkably 
amicable. 

By way of proof, he points out that Americans 
are still called “Amis.” This nick-name is a con- 
traction of “American,” and not a taking-over of 
the French word for “friend.” Yet if that origin 
were assigned to it, according to Lachner, it 
would not be a misrepresentation. 

Many Germans still feel that some Americans 
drink themselves into too much trouble; that a 
few of them are too eager to illustrate American 
gangster methods, and that most of them drive 
automobiles with frightening abandon. But the 
Germans find most Americans full of good will. 
They find them readily available for discussion. 
The Americans do not resent differences of 
opinion. They are ready to change their views 
when circumstances warrant. They have a great 
respect for the individual. They try to explain 
themselves and their country to the Germans, 
Above all, they are not aloof. 

As the Germans move more and more toward 
independence, there are bound to be more occa- 
sions for friction, Lachner believes. Some Ger- 
man politicians are all too prone to demonstrate 
their “fearlessness” by telling off the American 
authorities. And some German voters are too 
ready to find comfort of a sort in such big talk. 
The chief danger which Lachner anticipates is a 
failure on the part of the Americans to make a 
clear distinction between the revival of a legiti- 
mate German patriotism and the re-emergence of 
an unhealthy German nationalism. 

The record of the last five years is the best 
hope for the future.

We are basing our whole concept of fu- 
ture security on the theory that war can 
be prevented by the armies, navies and air 
forces of the 12 nations massed together 
on oupP side, 

This is the military approach. It is well- 
reasoned technically and, because of our 
victories in past wars, the American peo- 
ple complacently feel no fears about the 
outcome of another conflict of arms. 


But this very reliance on military force 
can prove our undoing. 

Despite a military triumph eventually, 
our real defeat will date from the moment 
we enter the next 
war. Our economic 
strength will be 
sapped as our cities 
are destroyed. Our 
debt structure will 
pyramid to fantastic 
heights. The _ pur- 
chasing power of the 
dollar will shrink. 

We will move 
toward a disciplined 
economy and a vir- 
tual dictatorship that 
could last for gen- 
erations. Individual 
liberties will be 
throttled in a des- 
perate struggle fer economic survival aft- 
ér an atomic war. 

The philosophy that we should prepare 
for war and go to war ultimately because 
there is no alternative is a species of de- 
featism. It takes for granted that, 
man possesses mechanical genius and in- 
ventiveness, he does not have brains 
enough or ingenuity enough to control the 
human passion that leads to conflict.

Such an assumption degrades the ca- 
pacity of man. It says in effect that, be- 
cause man is selfish and proud and ready 
to use his fists, he is unahle to use his 
head—to substitute patience and reason 
or to find a way to convert his enemy 
into a friend. 

It assumes that conversion of human 
beings and rehabilitation of criminals are 
exceptional occurrences. It assumes that 
nations are helpless aggregations of citi- 
zens who, being exploited or controlled by 
criminals, can never be saved from their 
dictators. 

Our Government and the Russian Gov- 
ernment engage in a “cold war’ and pre- 
pare for military conflict—each placing 
the entire blame on the other. Our people 
are every day taught to believe that there 
is no hope—no way out except threat and 
counter-threat—and that war can be pre- 
vented only by scaring the Russians into 
believing they will be beaten in war. 

This is a thin reed on which to lean. 
No one has better expressed the opposite 
idea than John Foster Dulles in a speech 
delivered in the First Presbyterian Church 
in Watertown, N. Y., last year. He said: 

“Today our nation is relying greatly on

material and military might. That is dan- 
gerous. A nation that possesses a great 
military establishment is apt to be influ- 
enced by the counsel of persons who be- 
lieve in the inevitability of war or who 
believe that good ends can be gained by 
violent means. 


“Our present course skirts, dangerously, 
the road to war. Our leaders take tiiat 
risk because they feel that there is no 
adequate alternative. Policy makers work 
with the tools that, it seems, can be made 
available. Economic and military power 
can be developed under the spur of laws 
and appropriations. But moral power does 
not derive from any act of Congress. It 
depends on the relations of a people to 
their God.” 

Whatever may be our differences among 
sects and creeds as to theology, we are 
agreed that the Judeo-Christian concept 
of human behavior is miraculously effec- 
tive in the life of individuals. Why can’t 
we apply it also to international relations? 
Why must the philosophy which Jesus 
taught be brushed aside as “impractical” 
and “idealistic” in international policy? 

Let’s not become confused by demands 
for an explicit formula or for a blueprint 
of success before we start. 


Is War the Only Way Out? 


' The first step, of course, is honest medi- 
ation. It is amazing how few attempts to 
mediate the dispute between America and 
Russia have actually been made. 


Trygve Lie, Secretary General of the 
United Nations, engaged in such an effort 
at Moscow. His brief comments afterwards 
raised little hope because America al- 
ready is convinced that his efforts will be 
of no avail. We act as if we believe that 
war is the only way out. 


We do not care, for the most part, to 
examine alternative methods. Confident of 
the rightness of our own position, we see 
mediation as futile unless the other side 
surrenders abjectly. 


Have we ever examined ourselves to 
determine whether we are ready to make 
the sacrifices for peace that must be made 
—sacrifices of pride and even material 
wealth? Is Christianity merely something 
to which we pay lip service in our churches 
but which we refuse to accept as a code 
of behavior in dealing with a so-called 
enemy? 

Have we no regard for the challenge that 
a whole people might be reached by a 
display of Christian humility and forbear- 
ance? Do we dare to try a truly Christian 
approach to the Russian people? And if 
we try it, can we pay the price that it re- 
quires in order to achieve the greater ob- 
jective? 

It is worth trying. Physical force means 
a war that nobody wins. Moral force re- 
quires not a formula, but a spirit. It must 
be a bold and venturesome spirit. It must 
be a spirit that has faith in the limitless 
power of God to perform miracles through 
God-inspired men.

A Is war with Russia inevitable 
to fight it now rather than lat 
bomb and will they not deliver an 
These and similar questions are 
asked me so regularly that I am 
putting them into writing so that 
others who are thinking along 


similar lines may know my opin- | 


jon. So far what I have written | 
on the Russians for 15 years has 
stood up under the impact of tre- 
mendous events. I have equal | 
confidence in what I write now. 

“The Will to Enforce Peace.” 

I do not think that we are close 
to war with Russia. I can see 10 
years of peace ahead, provided we 
stay strong and follow a tough, 
determined, but intelligent policy 
in dealing with the Soviet Union 
and our friends. 

As long as we Americans have 
the will to enforce peace, there 
will be peace, although we may 
have to do some shooting in what 
can be called police actions. 

In my opinion, there is not 
going to be an early war with 
Russia, because neither the Rus- 
sians nor we Americans want war. 
The Russians wil! not deliberately 
precipitate war until they see that 
they can win it. 

The same applies to us. If we 
stay strong, and maintain our | 
positions throughout the world 
with inflexible determination and 
give the Russians tit for tat, the 
masters of the Kremlin will watch 
their steps and not risk war. 


Prefer Cold Weapons. 


The Russians do not want war 
for some years to come, because 
they are doing very nicely in the 
field of international politics with- 
out going to war. 

Since 1945 they have brought 
most of eastern Europe under 
their wing and within the past 
year have won control of China. 

The Russians have good reason 
to believe that they can accom- 
plish much more by continuing 
their cold war procedure and 
using their Communist political 
tactics to advance their policies. 


They still count on a big depres- 
sion in America and its reverbera- 
ting effects in Europe. They be- 
lieve deeply the Communist greed 
which teaches that depressions 
are inherent in the capitalist sys- 
tem. | 

Hence thev can be content to 
wait, and believe that when the | 
depression hits the United States | 
most of western Europe will fall 
like a ripe apple into their laps. | 

Such is the purpose of the 
organized parties in Italy, France, | 
Germany, Holland and Belgium. 
These Communist parties are to 
take over, as they did in the 
countries of eastern Europe. 

Personally, I believe that we 
are going to have a depression, 
and that it will reverberate in| 
Europe, but that western Europe | 
has made sufficient recovery to | 
disappoint Moscow's ambitions of 
winning by the political route. 


I believe that even if a depres- | 


sion fails to advance Moscow's 
political ambitions, the .- Russian 
leaders will not precipitate hostil- 
ities, For the purely selfish reason 
that they know that the Soviet 
Union would gain relatively little 


by war, and just to the contrary | 


would almost certainly suffer a 
catastrophic setback, they will not 
risk war. 


Politbure Men Are Aware. | 


The members of the Politburo 
know that the Soviet Union must 
produce a better life. They must 
seek to identify their regime with 
a constantly improving economy 
for their people. Their people 
have suffered the effects of one 
Jong hard war, and peacetime re- 
covery is too slow as it is. 

The Kremlin masters are able 
politicians. They know their own 
people and to that extent thev 
know that any government that 
might involve their people in a 
new war before it proves its eco- 
nomic competency in time of 
peace, will scarcely survive a war. 

Finally, the Russians are aware 
of their own Strength and ours. 
too. Although they keep mobilized 
armies totaling as many as 4.000.- 
‘ 000 men, I believe the ability of 
the Russians to maintain such 
armies in time of war is greatly 
overrated. ; 

I believe we overrate Russian 
industrial strength. air power and 
submarine power, and the will- 
ingness of the Russians to make 
War. 

The Russians are getting 
stronger every day, but they have 
a long way to go before they will 
risk hostilities with the United 
States. That is why I believe we 
ean count on ten years of peace 
provided we stay strong and ex- 
ercise a firm political will. 

Another General Reason. 

Another general reason why I 
believe that there will not be war 
with Russia for 10 years is that 
we Americans, even though we 
increase our military strength and 
our political determination, are 
not going to precipitate war. 

We could not rally our own 
people, let alone our friends in 
Europe, to wage what some call 
a preventive and others call an 
aggressive war. 

The Soviet Union is strongly 
defended. By winning control of 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Romania and now China. it has 
insulated its territory from a land 
invasion. 

No western power can dare, in 
the light of past history, to in- 
vade a neutral power as a means 
of striking first at an enemy. Be- 
hind this insulation the Soviet 
Union can continue to play its 
traditional role of stirring up 
trouble through its Communist 
parties throughout the world, but

“There was the political and 
psychological objective, of revers- 
ing the tide of defeatism and 
Communism which was rolling 
across western Europe. There was 
the need to increase production, 
on the farm and in factories, ... 
there was the need to curb the 
inflation rampant in many parts 
of Europe. 

“Now, what has happened? To 
a remarkable degree... the tide 
of Communism has been arrested 
and rolled back.” 


To the ERP Trade Union Ad- 
visory Board, meeting in Rome, he 
pointed out the need of increased 
production. One of the great 
fears of European labor is that 
American assembly line methods 
will throw workers out of jobs. 


“Increasing productivity means 
more jobs, greater security, more 
opportunity, a richer and more 
varied life,” he said. “We are 
well aware that fear is sometimes 
felt lest higher productivity might 
mean reduced employment. There 
is a situation in which this might 
iwell tend to be true. That is 
where markets are restricted while 
productivity is increased. 


Real Fault in Problem. 


“It is in the restriction of mar- 
kets that the fault lies, not in 
increasing productivity. If your 
shoes are tight it will hurt you 
‘to walk. The remedy will lie in 
‘getting bigger shoes, not in stand- 
‘ing still.”

YBRIDIZATION 
H excetien results in the bot- 


anical field and it can 
sometimes produce no less good 
results in the field of literature. 
We can regard this work, which 
its author calls “A Chronicle 
Novel of the Voyage of the 
Mayflower,” as a hybrid be- 
cause it is a cross between his- 
tory and fiction. On the one 
hand, Gebler has kept strictly 
within the bounds of known 
fact. His account is based large- 
ly upon “Mourt’s’ Relation,” 
which was a journal written by 
the first settlers in New Plym- 
outh. 

It was reading that journal 
revealed to him the magnifi- 
cent unexploited dramatic qual- 
ities of the adventure. By dint 
of further exhaustive research 
he strove to squeeze the last 
drop of ascertained fact out of 
the all too few surviving rec- 
ords, and it was only when he 
had exhausted the historical 
method of approach -that he 
employed the fiction writer's 
power of imagination and li- 
cense to invent. The steel 
girders of history actually ap- 
pear in the narrative in the 
shape of extracts from ‘‘Mourt’s 
Relation” and other contem- 
porary sources. 

The result is a skillful job. 
The material is woven well to- 
gether and the joints between 
where the history ends and the 
fiction begins are well con- 
cealed. The reader may be in- 
clined to quibble over some of 
the inventions—as, for instance, 
the love affairs between John 
Alden, carpenter and cooper, 
and Priscilla Mullins, and be- 
tween Gilbert Winslow and 
Dorothy (Mrs. William) Brad- 
ford—but on the whole we be- 
lieve that he will find this an 
acceptable feat of reconstruc- 
tion. As long as we cannot have 
the actual account from the 
lips and pens of the partici- 
pants themselves we have to 
be content with a second best 
like this. Even if we cannot 
say that this is how it hap- 
pened. we can say, this is how 
it could, and may, have hap-

102 in all sailed aboard 
her, only 50 survived when the 
coming of spring and a peace 
pact with the Indians opened 
up at last a fair prospect of 
success for the handful that 
were left. 

The book has many virtues. 
In fact its only serious weak- 
ness is a certain heaviness of 
style which makes it at times 
tedious reading. One of its vir- 
tues is that these are no copy- 
book puritans that are depicted. 
They are real flesh-and-blood 
people, individualized and rec- 
ognizably human. Yet — and 
this is equally a virtue—there 
is no. attempt to “debunk” 
them. The Pilgrim fathers, view 
them as we may, were cast in a 
true heroic mould and only 
their fidelity to certain simple 
and fundamental principles can 
account for their success, 
against all odds. 

It is the supreme merit of 
this book that Gebler under- 
stands that, and comprehends 
too the vital connection be- 
tween those simple souls and 
their adventure and our Ameri- 
can democracy. Just’ their 
ability to maintain harmony 
and discipline among them- 
selves was alone enough to dif- 
ferentiate their undertaking 
from other similar ventures 
which failed.

But 
the author's principal purpose 
seems to be to capitalize on 
current fears and hysteria to 
urge far more drastic anti-Com- 
munist action than has even 
yet been taken. 


His last chapter undertakes to 
prove that the party is a “clear 
and present danger’ —meaning 
apparently that its followers 
and fellow travelers do not de- 
serve the civil liberties guaran- 
teed by the Bill of Rights— and 
to propound the thesis that 
“World War III is already on.”

He stresses 
the co-operative relationship, 
the love, which normally ex- 
ists between mother and child 
and notes the crippling mental 
and physical effects on infants 
deprived of this relationship.

Plans for a $1,500,000 building 
project were announced yesterday 
by Tower Grove Raptist Church.

Heard said he and Aldous Hvux- 
ley had discussed plans to collab- 
orate on a book on the subject. 

What they will propose, he ex- 
plained, is a next step which 
must follow what he termed the 
four unsuccessful revolutions — 
the Protestant Reformation, the 
revolt against the divine right of 
kings. Marxian Socialism and 
Freudian psychoanalysis. 

“Now that psychoanalysis 1s 
dead—it is finished everywhere 
but in New York, a very back- 
ward city, incidentally—we know 
this to be true: It's not my pope, 
not my king, not my boss and not 
my psychoanalyst that’s going to 
put everything right,’’ Heard ob- 
served.

While in Danville I enjoyed | 
the hospitality of Dr. and Mrs. | 
E. G. C. Williams. Both of these 
talented gardeners are much in 
|demand as speakers for garden 
club meetings. Dr. Williams, a 
former board member of the 
Men’s Garden Club of America, 
writes a newsy, down-to-earth gar- | 
den column for the Danville Com- 
mercial-News. 

Their intensively planted gar- 
den is gay with bloom almost the | 


year ‘round, starting with frost- 


defying flowers of the Christmas | 
rose. and vernal witch-hazel. | 
Chrysanthemums end the season | 
in a blaze of color, for Mrs. Wil- 
liams has some 60 named varie-| 
ties. 

Large L-shaped beds in the’ 
rose garden are bordered with 
chrysanthemums. In the _ back- 
ground are double rows of climb- 
ers, trained on wire supports, so 
that they make festoons of bloom.

Good soil management, with 
early planting, produces bumper 
crops of vegetables. Dr. Williams

Th farms with sheep. still 
follow the old method of hand 
shearing, and after many wash- 
ings, combings and cardings, the 
wool is spun into yarn on spin- 
ning wheels. Dyed in many hues, 
the yarn is used for colorful 
hooked rugs, or woven into check- 
ered cloth on hand looms. The 
natives have a custom reminiscent 
of the Scot’s use of tartans—each 
family has its own colors and pat- 
tern, and as the colors are usually 
bright ones, a native dressed in a 
homespun shirt or mackinaw is 
visible (and identifiable) at quite 
a distance. 

Many women still make the 
ceinture flechee—the famous sash 
of old Canada, worn by woods- 
men, trappers or boatsmen. While 
no longer in general use, the 
sashes are still woven as examples 
of handicraft, and the visitor’ for- 
tunate enough to be able to pur- 
chase one has a useful and color- 
ful souvenir to use as a muffler in 
cold weather.

WILLIAMSBURG SHOWS ARMS 
AND MILITARY STORES 


One of the most complete col- 
lectiong of colonial weapons and 
military stores in this country is 
exhibited in the original eight- 
eenth century arsenal in historic 
Williamsburg, Va., from which 
such martial leaders of colonial 
times as George Washington and 
George Rogers Clark drew their 
supplies. 

The octagonal Magazine with 
the adjacent Guardhouse, located 


near the center of restored Wil- 
liamsburg, is one of seven major 
exhibition buildings maintained 
in the old city by Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg, the organization carry- 
ing forward the restoration work 
there. Daily hundreds of visitors 
from all parts of the nation and 
many foreign countries tour the 
eighteenth century storehouse for 
arms and ammunition, guided by 
guardsmen in colonial dress. 
Equipped according to ancient 
inventories, the eighteenth cen- 
tury arsenal includes cannon, 
muskets—may from the Tower of 
London which supplied the Maga- 
zine in colonial times, cartridge- 
making equipment, pistols, the 
equipment of the armourer and 
other supplies of warfare tw 
centuries ago. :

Early pioneers called it “pizen” 
spring and stayed away from it. 
In 1880 a local farmer, whose 
daughter was seriously ill, turned 
to the waters of the spring in 
desperation after other methods 
of treatment had failed to relieve 
her suffering. With many mis- 
givings, he bathed his daughter in 
the spring, and to everyone’s 
amazement, her recovery was 
rapid. This encouraged a log- 


it for his rheumatic knees and an 
old Civil War wound. Relief en- 
sued, and he continued to use 
the magic water as occasion de- 
manded, living to a ripe old age. 

Word of the spring’s beneficial 
qualities spread and people came 
to treat their ailments and to 
drink the waters. During this 
early period they brought jugs, 
tin cups, fruit jars, gourds and 
various other types of containers 
to carry away the precious fluid, 
and at this time a make-shift 
reservoir was made by burying 
a five-gallon keg with one end re- 
moved, 
flow of the water. 


Realizing the possibilities of the | 


spring, its owner had the water 
analyzed by Wright and Merrill, 
St. Louis chemists, and the report 
justified expectations, revealing 
that the water contained miner- 
als. The spring was named ‘“Ex- 
celsior,” from Longfellow’s be- 
loved poem. While the fame of 
“Excelsior” continued to spread, 
inspection was made of other 
springs in the vicinity, the waters 
were analyzed, and as the result 
more mineral springs were dis- 
covered. In the late ‘80s _ the 
curative waters were dispensed 
from Pergodas. Today, the mil- 
lion-dollar Hall of Waters is the 
pulse of the town’s health pro- 
gram, dispensing the world’s 
_ greatest group of four distinctive- 
ly different types of known cur- 
ative mineral waters—(1) ferro- 
manganese, (2) saline-laxative, (3)

title is the longest shoreline in 
the nation, 3000 miles of it along 
the Great Lakes. Within Michi- 
gan’s boundaries are 36,000 miles 
of rivers and streams. Many of 
these waters are well known to 
trout fishermen the world over— 
the Boardman, the Pere Mar- 


quette, the Ontonagon, the Au 
Sable and the Manistee, to name 
a few. There are 11,000 inland 
lakes in Michigan, most of them 
well stocked’ with the kind of 
fish you can catch from a boat or 
a dock.

~ PATILE HISTOR 


One of Mexico's starring tour- 
ist attractions is still a puzzle to 
archaeologists. _ 

For years the renowned pyra- 


mids and temples of San Juan | qj 


Teotihuacan, which lie 28 miles 
northeast of Mexico City, were be- 
lieved to have been built by the 
Toltecs, a highly cultured civiliza- 
tion which occupied the Mexican 
plateau from about 800 ¢0 1100 
A.D. 


Then archaeologists began ex- 
eavations at Tula in the state of 
Hidalgo, and found evidence that 
Tula and not Teotihuacan was the 
great capital of the Toltec peo- 
ples. They found the temple in 
the state described by Indian rec- 
ords and annals. They found that 
the architecture and layout of 
Tula, as well as bas reliefs, fres- 
coes, pottery and sculptures, 


matched similar findings in Chi-~Through the narrow : 
chen Itza on the Yucatan penin-|Port of Spain pass. Hindus and | 
‘Mosiems, dressed in their flow- 


Ing white garments, and wearing 


sula. Chichen Itza was one of the 
principal cities of the Second 
Mayan Empire, which the Toltecs 
invaded during 1100-1200. 

The date of the building of Tula 
has been set by Mexican archae- 
ologists at 800-900, while Teoti- 
huacan is believed to be much 
older—300 to 800. 

Teotihuacan's age has been cal- 
culated by two means: the non- 
existence of metals which put its 
life before the vear 1000; and the 
finding of a relationship between 
the ceramics of the First Mayan 
Empire (400 to 900) and the cera- 
mics of Teotihuacan.

RUSSIAN WHALERS _ 
_BOAST RECORD KILL | 
IN ‘MASS ATTACK’ 


| MOSCOW, June 3 (AP)—The 
| Government newspaper Izvestia 
| Says the Soviet whaling expedition 
has developed a new “mass at- 
tack” on whales which nefted the 
U.S.S.R. 70,000,000 rubles, offi- 
cially $17,500,000, during the past 
season and left capitalist indi- 
vidualist harpooners far behind. 

On sighting a whale, Izvestia 
said, the ship which sees it first 
signals other vessels of the fleet, 
which then rapidly surround the 
herd. Then the harpooners simul- 
taneously go to work on directions 
from the flagship.

DOCTORS ALERTED 
10 NEW DISEASE, 
RICKETTSIAL PO 


© |Relatively Mild Ailment 


Is Easily Confused 
With Other Maladies 
—Caused by Mite. 


BY FRANK CAREY 
WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
Doctors throughout the nation— 
especially in big cities—have 


been alerted by the United States 
Public Health Service against a 
newly-recognized disease called 
rickettsialpox. 

It is a relatively mild disease 
which so far as is known has 
caused no deaths. But it makes 
| patients, particularly older per- 
'sons, feel miserable. Some have 
ito go to a hospital. 

_ Moreover, it is a masquerader, 
‘easily confused with more seri- 
| ous diseases such as Rocky Moun- 
‘tain spotted fever. Treatment is 
less intensive than in the case 
of maladies like spotted fever. 
‘The drugs aureomycin and 
'chloromycetin are possibilities. 

A team of scientists from the 
‘United States Public Health Serv- 
'ice’s National Institutes of Health

Their work, climaxing sharp- 
eyed observations by some New 
York city physicians and Health

1946, when it was _ identified, 


more than 100 cases a year have 
been recorded in the New York 
area. 

But Dr. Robert J. Huebner, one 
of the government team, and Dr.

Hospital, New York, say it is high- 
ly probable it could be spread to 


other cities. 


Huebner says it might well be 
that it already has—but has been 
mistaken for other ailments, per- 
haps chickenpox, smallpox, ty- 
phoid fever, syphilis, Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever or murine 
(rat-borne) typhus fever. 

There already, is tentative evi- 
dence that the sickness has oc- 
curred in Philadelphia.

EXPERTS BELIEVE: 


But They Do Doubt That 
| Levels Will Return to 
| Point They Were Be- 
| fore 1949 Rise. 


By JACK R. RYAN 

| NEW YORK,-June 3 (AP)—Cof 
fee prices have tipped downward 
| a little from the spectacular highs 
of a few months ago and trade 
authorities say the peak definitely 
is past. Many think it will be a 
long time before coffee gets as 
high again—if ever. 

On the other hand, it’s general- 
ly agreed there’s not much chance 


of prices dropping back to where 
|they were before that dizzy climb 
last fall. Not this year, anyhow. 

World demand for “java” is per- 
sistent enough, production being 
'what it is, to keep the market 
strong, coffee men say. Also they 
‘can look back now at what hap- 
'pened last winter and warn the 
coffee-growing countries: Prices 
as high as that spell trouble in 
‘the form of price resistance, lost 
‘sales and eventually even lost 
markets which may take years to 
regain. | 

Some Brands Up 23 Cents. 
| Most nationally advertised brands 
‘of vacuum-packed coffee jumped 
at least 23 cents a pound at retail 
| between mid-September and mid- 
| November. Since March 17 they’ve 
declined about 6 cents. 
| The major bag-packed brands, 
‘sold mostly by the big chain 
'stores which buy and roast their 
'own coffees, didn’t reach their 
‘highs until February. Likewise, 
they’ve been slower to drop back, 


| 


and now are down only about 2) 


cents a pound. 

Independent roasters who have 
to distribute through wholesalers 
‘and don’t know how long it will 
be before their coffee is sold, 
pack it in vacuum cans or jars to 
'prevent deterioration. The chain 
| stores which sell direct to con- 
/sumers can use inexpensive paper 
| bags. During the price spiral last 
| fall, the independent roasters had 
‘to boost their prices quickly as 
‘their green coffee bean costs rose, 
in order to keep from being sold 
out almost overnight to retailers 
and wholesalers eager to specu- 
late on the rising market. 

The advance last fall probably 
'was touched off by reports that 
‘drought was threatening the flow- 
ering coffee crop in Brazil, sup- 
plier of more than half the world’s 
coffee. 

' Brazilian coffee holders 
long felt a sizable price boost was 
due, to cover their rising coffee- 
'growing, labor and shipping costs. 
‘This was their chance. Traders 
fearing a crop failure were willing 
to pay more. Speculators, accord- 
ing to Senators who investigated 
later, saw how things were going 
and helped speed the rise by buy- 
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ing heavily into coffee contracts 
for future delivery. 

Then throngs of consumers 
started a buying rush that only 
made things worse. 

Demand a Big Factor. 

But this whole chain of events 
depended on a lively demand for 
| coffee. The United States, by far 
‘the biggest consumer, was drink- 
ing half again as much coffee in 
1949 as just before the war. Total 
world consumption was estimated 
at around 30.000.000 bags (132 
pounds each) last year, with world 
‘production at least a million bags 
| below that figure. The deficiency 
|/was made up from previously ac- 
cumulated stocks now reported 
‘largely exhausted. 

It was when consumer resist- 
ance began making inroads into 
this demand that prices turned 
downward again. Sales started 
dropping early in December, soon 
‘after the more expensive brands 
‘reached the top of their price 
spiral. 

Trade estimates as to how far 
‘coffee sales have slumped vary 
all the way from 10 to 40 per 
‘cent, with the higher-priced 
‘vacuum brands suffering more 
because many consumers switched 
to cheaper coffees. The drop 
showed up in the United States 
import figures for the first three 
months this yvear—they were off 
| more than 15 per cent from the 
‘same quarter last year.

GRANDVIEW, Mo., June 3. 

VISITING fireman =. asked 
A tarry Truman the other 

morning what he thought of 
the Brannan farm plan. .Harry 
kicked an enormous brown rubber 
boot into the soggy black mud, 
shifted a straw from the left cor- 
ner of his mouth to the right 
corner and drawled: 

“We've never looked into it 
very closely. We don’t have time 
for no _ politickin’, We're just 
farmers, that’s all.” 

The farming Trumans are the 
President’s two strapping neph- 
ews, Harry A., aged 26, and Gil- 
bert V., 23. They’re working the 
600-acre homestead which pro- 
vided most of the family’s bread 
and butter from 1867 until Uncle 
Harry made good at “politickin’.” 

The serene old farm has been 
turning up in the news rather 
regularly of late. It hasn’t exactly 
become a campaign issue, but it’s 
nu longer the non-political place 
it used to be. In his recent swing 
across the country Uncle Harry 
kept pointing to it as a sort of 
symbol for the life of relative 
ease and plenty enjoyed by to- 
day's men of the soil. 

“A farmer’s life these days is 
nothing like the life I had to 
spend,” he confided to denim-clad 
audiences at rural whistle-stops. 
“IT have got a couple of nephews 
running the old farm and they do 
most of their farming sitting 
down. I used to stand up and 
walk to do mine.” 

The President gladly conceded 
that the boys get far more out of 
the land than he ever did, but he 
made their routine sound a little 
like a sociable game of spin-the- 
bottle. 

“They milk cows by machine, 
and they plow with a tractor, and 
they plant with a tractor, and they 
bale hay with a tractor,” he 
rhapsodized. “I don’t think that 
those boys could follow me up a 
row of corn to save their lives, 
because they ride and I walked.” 

Now young Harry and Gilbert 
don't question the President's 
word for a minute. He lived on 
the place from 1905 to 1917 and 
left to join the 35th Division be- 
fore either of the boys was born. 
“They always told us he could 
plant a straight row of corn,” 
young Harry says, “but we've 
never seen him do it.” 

That doesn’t mean they don't 
believe it. It only means they 
weren’t around to watch when it 
happened. Both boys were still 
tiny shavers when Uncle Harry 
moved to the United States Sen- 
ate in 1934, and a man’s got to 
be careful about accepting second- 
hand information.

while his brothers were away. 
When Harry came back they 
formed the partnership known as 
“Truman Brothers” and expanded 
operations far beyond anything 
the old place had ever known. 


Neither brother is exactly gar- 
rulous, but Gilbert, plump and 
slick-shaved, uses words even 
more sparingly than Harry. The 
President’s namesake, a power- 
fully built lad with tousled blond 
hair and a somewhat prominent 
nose, is spokesman for the pair. 
If he suspects a stranger from 
the city to be even slightly older 
than himself he is apt to address 
him as “‘sir.’” 

The brothers are obviously 
great friends and tend to do-the 
same things in much the same 
way. Both drive blue 1950 Ply- 
mouths. Both wear the same type 
rubber boots, blue denims, work 
shirts and khaki baseball caps. 
An olive drab G.I. undershirt 
peeks out of Harry’s shirtfront. 
Both boys married good-looking 
girls from Raymore (pop. 207) in 
adjoining Cass County soon after 
the war.

T alfalfa, 130 acres of corn, 30 

acres of oats, 100 acres in 
various other kinds of hay, and 
the rest in their tract is in grass- 
land used as pasture for their 
herd of about 150 head of Hol- 
stein cattle. 

Since they started farming as a 
team they have bought an impos- 
ing array of new machinery, nota- 
bly a couple of tractors, a com- 
bige and the baler. In order to 
make the heavy investment pay 
they began taking care of corn 
belonging to neighbors. In 1948 
they took on 250 outside acres 
and last year about 150. 

They also started raising hogs. 
There are some 15 Duroc-Jersey 
sows on the place now, and the 
Trumans sell in the neighborhood 
of 200 hogs a year. 

Their pet project is the dairy 
herd which includes three first- 
rate registered bulls with which 
they raise nearly all their own 
calves, 30 springers—cows with 
calf that will be in production 
within two to four months—and 
a host of heifers and-calves. Some 
26 cows are milking at present. 

“We bought a few cows to start 
and we kinda built up.” Harry 
relates. “I guess we started sell- 
ing two eans of milk a day. Now 
we sell 12.” The milk is of the

grade A kind and 1s picked up 
by a truck of Kansas City’s Coun- 
try Club dairy, but the Trumans 
pay for the hauling. 

The boys have no regular help, 
but when the hay is ready to be 
brought in and it’s about to rain 
they may cajl on as many as half 
a dozen neighbors for a quick as- 
sist. Getting hold of such emer- 
gency help is usually quite a 
trick, Gilbert puts in, because 
“the hay is ready all about the 
same time around here.” 

The boys get up seven days a 
week at 4:30 am. “That’s the 
time Dad got up,” Harry says. “I 
don’t know when the President 
got up.” 

Even though they have the lIat- 
est in milking machinery it takes 
two hours to take care of the cat- 
tle in the morning, and “choring” 
is hardly ever over before 7 p.m. 
Syundav they're through in time 
for a 7 a.m. breakfast and a trip 
to church with their parents-in- 
law at Raymore. Despite the 
back-breaking hours there never 
seems to be enough time to get 
all the work done. Right now all 
the lawns need mowing, for in- 
stance. Harry solves the prob- 
lem by letting a few calves graze 
in front of his home. 

“They're my lawn mower,” he 
grins. 

The Trumans like to remind 
themselves that they don’t really 
have to work because they are 
their own bosses. They relish 
that privilege even though it 
means that they have yet to take 
their first vacation.

Amish Still Without 
Modern Gadgets

| NEW HOLLAND, Pa., June 3. 
[= the gentle swell of Eastern Lancaster county, Pennsylva- 


nia, thrives the quaint, Amish religious sect, the most strik- 

ing and colorful of the Pennsylvania Dutch folk. The 
engulfing progress of the machine age has left little mark 
on the mode of life these simple but prosperous people in- 
herited from their forefathers. 

The Amish are an off-shoot of the Mennonite ehurch 
founded in 1632 by Menno Simon, a former Catholic priest. 
The name is a corruption of Jacob Amen, a seventeenth cen- 
tury Mennonite preacher from Switzerland. The religion has 
its origin in the German Palatinate. 

Near the close of the seventeenth century some dissatis- 
fied members left Europe and settled in the United States. 
The Amish first appeared in Lancaster county around 1710. 
Since that time, with few exceptions, the Amish have been 
“tillers-of-the-soil.” This is the story of on Amish family, 
that of hard-working, devout Isaac Huyard. 

Lanky, beared Isaac Huyard and his family of seven 
manage to live a full life—without electric lights, autos, 
whisky, or even television. 

The Huyards work at farming and religion, and let the 
wotld beyond New Holland spin its dizzy way unnoticed.

Without the modern conveniences and contrap- 
tions that most housewives count their due, Mra. 
Huyard manages to stay pleasant and efficient from 
5 a.m. till she and the sun go to bed. 

She starts the day by fixing—for eight eaters— 
a breakfast of thick ham, eggs, honey, fruit, milk, 
jam, home-baked pastry and coffee. She hustles 
her 12, 10 and 7-year-old children off to the nearby 
“little red schoolhouse,” and then begins the day’s 


work.

During the summer, she cans fresh vege- 
tables and fruits for the cold months. And two or three hours 
each day are crammed with cleaning the 50-year-old house 
which must be spotlessly meat in keeping with Huyard—and 
Amish—tradition.

Dr. Rebstock was assigned to a 
team headed by Dr. Henry M.

Other 
researchers were ordered to try 
different avenues. Dr. Rebstock is 
becoming ‘modest about her 
achievement and quick to 
acknowledge that it was a matter 
of teamwérk rather than a strictly 
individual triumph.

ECENTLY we stole a day to 
R join Friends of the Land for 

a visit to the beautiful Shaw's 
Garden Arboretum at Grav Sum- 
mit. We made an early start. for 
the distance from Possum Trot 
is almost twice that from St. 
].ouis and we were at the further 
disadvantage of being on regular 
instead of daylight saving time. 
But it was a pleasant morning to 
be abroad and we had the fun 
of seeing three deer browsing 
along a fencerow, right beside the 
highway in a freshly plowed field. 
Apparently they were waiting for 
a chance to cross, but the traffic 
was heavy and presentiv thev 
went trotting back across the field 
and disappeared into the woods 
from which they'd come. 

We arrived at the Afboretum to 
find our party just starting out 
on a tour of the grounds under 
the guidance of Director August 
Bielman and one of his assistants, 
Louis Brenner. Most of the flow- 
ers which make the grounds so 
spectacular in early spring had, 
of course, finished blooming... Yet 
there were so many interesting 
things to see and hear that we 
had a hard time keeping up with 
them. Moreover, these events 
give us a rare opportunily to 
catch up on our visiting with 
friends whof we see all too sel- 
dom. so that we probably didnt 
listen as carefully as we should. 
But I admired particularly the 
many varieties of broad-leaf ever- 
greens; holly, euonymous ‘ever- 
green bittersweet), cotoneaster, 
boxwood and a magnificent bar- 
berry. which was new to me.

THESE SHRUBS, vines and 
trees are, of course, grouped on 
the more formally planted parts 
of the grounds; together with 
many other interesting species.

and see if the solution to synthe- 
sis of chloromycetin happened to 
be in the top bureau drawer. 

She did as she was told and, 
sure enough, there it was! 

Actually, of course, it wasn't 
by any means so simple. Finding 
the house and the room and the 
drawer took endless hours of ab- 
struse mathematical calculations, 
the mixing and testing of hun- 
dreds of chemical combinations 
and the involuntary co-operation 
of a great number of guinea pigs. 

Maybe other researchers, given 
the same assignment, would have 
reached the same result. As such 
things. go, Dr. Rebstock says, “It 
wasn't particularly difficult.”

Parke Davis has production of 
chloromycetin going at full blast 
in a new $5,000,000 plant. 

Dr. Rebstock still lives in a 
rooming house and still rides to 
work on a streetcar, but her life 
has been enriched in_ several 
ways.

Her work 
has won her a merit raise (she 
didn’t say how much) and she 
has been given an assignment to 
seek improvements in the effec- 
tiveness of chloromycetin.

tilitv of the soil and which rarely 
leave. They come out at night 
onto the lawns around the build- 
ings and seem to prefer the 
broad-leaf plants such as euony- 
mous. If you happened to read 
our story recently of the trouble 
experienced by farmers down in 
the mountain country of south- 
west Missouri, in establishing 
stands of alfalfa on enriched land 
because of the preference of the 
deer for well-fertilized forage, 
you will see that this checks with 
the Shaw's Garden experience. 


After we'd toured this part of 
the grounds, we drove down to 
see one of the most interesting 
examples of flood control in Mis- 
sourl. A small stream (flows 
through the arboretum which has 
its headwaters perhaps a mile 
outside the grounds and embraces 
a watershed of some 3500 acres. 
most of which farm lands and 
woods pasture. For years this 
stream alternated between flood 
and drouth. When high water 


écame, it carried away two bridges 


on roads leading to various parts 
of the arboretum. Finally Shaw’s 
Garden built two large steel and 
concrete bridges strong enough to 
withstand the floods and, at the 
same time, put in two dams to 
crease small reservoirs from 
which water could be pumped to 
the nurseries. But the load of 
silt and gravel carried by the 
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stream soon filled both reservoirs 
to the brim, just as it has already 
done to more than 2000 similar 
but larger “flood control” struc- 
tures and i{s doing to hundreds 
more on the rivers of America. 


— * *® 
GUS BIELMAN decided that 


dams for flood control were a 
snare and a delusion. not to say 
a tremendous waste of money. So 


he started some crusading with 
the farmers who lived upstream. 
He showed them, in his reservoirs, 
hundreds of tons of their very 
best land. And he made a sale. 
Today most of the farms above 
the aboretum have their fields 
terraced and keep them in grass 
at least part of the time. Farm 
wood lots which had been over- 
grazed and burned for years are 
coming under good managements 
In the arboretum itself, the tim- 
ber was once no better than on 
the surrounding hills. Today it is 
protected against fire. Only the 
deer browse in it. The forest floor 
is covered with an increasingly 
deep layer of humus and good 
tree reproduction is under way. 
And it can be said flatiy that the 
floods on the stream have stopped. 
It is too bad that every Congress- 
man who votes at every session 
of Congress for the huge pork- 
barrel appropriations with which 
the Army engineers build dams 


cannot be forced to spend a few 
days studying real flood preven- 
tion on this small watershed. For 
while there is no doubt that dams 
have a certain place in supplying 
electrical power and alleviating 
the worst flood damage: there is 
equally no doubt that no dam has 
ever yet prevented the run-off of 
rainfall from the land which 
causes floods. Also that a great 
many dams on unprotected water- 
sheds silt in at a terrific rate and 
that no portion of the American 
taxpavers' money is today spent 
with less effect than the money 
spent in damming our rivers. 

There are many other interest- 
ing things to see at the arbore- 
tum, especially on the wild land. 
This area along the Meramec has 
its share of glade country much 
like that in the southwest Ozarks 
and here have been naturalized 
many plants from that part ofthe 
state. Most spectacular of these 
were the shooting stars and the 
blue indigo which we found 
blooming recently in such profu- 
sion down in Taney and Stone 
counties, The day was over ail 
too soon: and we drove home hop- 
ing that old Henry Shaw, though 
long departed from this vale of 
tears, can look down now and 
then and see the wonderful thing« 
which hts endowment of these 
gardens has accomplished for the 
people of Missouri.

Under the guise of eharity or 
religion, many eivic and social 
erganizations now conduct forms 
of lotteries for the purpose of 
raising money. Many municipali- 
ties and counties have legal pro- 
visions for such games. 

Bingo, bank night, raffles, draw- 
ings and guessing contests are es- 
tablished gambling games that are 
conducted in some churches, 
schools, civic elubs and business 
associations. 

Throughout these United States 
reaction to the lottery fluctuates 
between two extremes. The one 
is a strict interpretation of the 
lottery as a gambling device and 
therefore no legal sanction. The 
other is the wide-open conduct of 
lotteries in Nevada, where all 
forms of gambling have been le- 
galized. 

Legal lotteries in this country, 
except those in Nevada, are rela- 
tively minor events for merchan- 
dise, such as bingo or drawings 
for automobiles, television sets, 
or similar prizes. 

Such lotteries are subject to ap- 
proval of local authorities under 
city ordinances usually set up to 
permit fund-raising for worthy 
purposes. 
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football pools, baseball pools, 

numbers game, policy game, 
sweepstakes, chain letters, pyra- 
mid clubs, and a myriad of varia- 
tions—are prohibited by law. But 
the operators who conduct these 
gambling games surreptitiously 
distribute their tickets through 
“runners” with shady pasts and 
questionable futures. 

Local drawings for merchandise 
are as pernicious as the other 
gambling games, for ticket sellers 
offer “great inducements” — 25 
cents for one ticket or five tickets 
for $1. 

Players buy many tickets in 
the hope of winning, with the re- 
sult that $10,000 worth of tickets 
may be sold for prizes worth in 
total only $2000. 

What will tomorrow's lotteries 
be like? While the Treasury De- 
partment has not commented on 
war-bond lotteries by the Federal 
Government, it has disapproved 
the use of war bonds as prizes 
in private lotteries, punchboard, 
pinball, and “other games of 
chance where an element of per- 
sonal profit is involved.” 


The entire cycle of the ups and 
downs of the lottery has been 
traversed, and many people are 
ready for another ride. 

The worthy purposes which 
won support for the lotteries hun- 
dreds of years ago are being cited 
in this new American drive for 
legalized gambling. 

Morally and legally wrong and 
outlawed, lotteries do more than 
drain the rich and poor alike. 
They change the very pattern of 
living, distort the sense of values, 
and incubate the eggs of erime. 

The financial returns, insignifi- 


cant in proportion to the na- 
tional income or the Federal ex- 


penditures, are like the 30 pieces 
of silver paid for the betrayal.

RS. HENRY BRY has put into practice her theory that 
one has an obligation to use her talents, as well as her 
time, to help young people. An accomplished musician 
herself, the former Frances Sandperl, a graduate of Washing- 
ton University, has done much 
to help young musicians get 
a start. 
Mrs. Bry, a past president 
and now executive chairman 
of the Little Symphony Con- 


mental in its formation 16 
years ago. The organization 
was originally started for the 
dual purpose of providing a 
symphonic outlet for musi- 
cians of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra, and sym- 
phonic recreation for citi- 
zens, during the summer 
months. Soon after it was 
founded, emphasis was placed 
on the importance of giving 
opportunities to young St. 
Louis musicians, provided 
their talent met the high 
artistic standards of the asso- 
ciation. The work of young 
local composers is used whenever possible, in addition to using 
young St. Louisans in the orchestra and as guest artists.

“It is very rewarding,” says Mrs. Bry, “to see 
those who made their initial appearances with the 
Little Bymphony go on to important posts in the 
-musice world. We have an impressive list of musi- 
elans who have done just that. And we are proud that 
various groups have co-ordinated their efforts so that 
young artists are given the opportunity to have 
several presentations within one season, rather than 
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just sporadic appearances.” 


* * * 


@ MRS. BRY is first vice-president and chairman of mem- 
bership of the St. Louis Grand Opera Guild, which operates 
a workshop for the development of young singers. During the 
war years she helped organize the young artists’ contest of 
the Y. M. H. A., which provided guest artists to the Little 
Symphony. She is on the executive committee of the Civic 
Musie League, has in the past served on the board of direc- 
tors of the St. Louis Symphony Society, and is now a member 
of the Women’s Association of the Symphony Society. 

She was instrumental in having music scholarships added 
to those offered for college and, under certain conditions, 
vocational training by the St. Louis Jewish Scholarship Foun- 
dation, of which she is tribute ehairman and a member of 
the board. 
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Mer civic contributions, however, have not been 
limited solely to the musical field. She is a past 
treasurer ef the Missouri Association for Social Wel- 
fare, and served simultaneously en the board ef the 
Missouri Association for Social Hygiene. She is a 
member of the committee on tuberculosis of the health 
and hospital division of the Social Planning Council. 
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@® DURING THE WAR Mrs. Bry served as ehairman of 
recreation for the camp and hospital division of the St. Louis 
ehapter of the American Red Cross. She is a past president 
of the Ladies’ Friday Music Club, and is now president of 
The Pioneer Society of St. Louis. She is also a past presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Council of Jewish Women. 


“It seems to me that in St. Louis volunteers have done 
an excellent job in all fields,”. says Mrs. Bry. “Of course 
there is always a certain amount of work needed in every 
community which cannot be covered by professional people, 
for the simple reason that there is not enough money avail- 
able. But those with tHe leisure and ability can be of real 
service by supplementing the work of the professionals.” 


Mrs. Bry’s own civic efforts take up two or three days 
of the week the year round. “But for four months the Little 
Symphony claims most of my days and many of my evenings,” 
she explains. “As a matter of fact, much of my work is done 
after 11 o'clock at night, when the house is quiet and there 
are no distractions.” 

Mrs. Bry and her husband, who is in the real estate 
business, live at 1170 Hampton Park drive, Richmond Heights. 
She is the mother of two married daughters, and takes 
pride in the fact that she has quite recently beeome a 
grandmother.

Her husband may be 
the “Big Boss” at his office but 
he’s strictly a “pick and shovel” 
guy to her when «he gets that 
certain gleam in her eye. 

Both of the gardens illustrated 
on this page started out as typical 
city backyards with all the at- 
tendant problems of limited space, 
ugly garages, and the difficulties 
of getting anything green to grow 
in the city. Each one dem- 
onstrates a different type of solu- 
tion to these problems, suited to 
the individual taste and way of 
life of the owners. And, best of 
all, not only the planning but 
most of the actual labor that went 
into the creation of these gar- 
dens was supplied by a woman 
with that gleam in her eye, aided 
at times by the strong backs and 
weak wills of the men in her 
family. 

When Mrs. Joseph A. McClain 
Jr. first started out with that 
planning light in her eye, all that 
met her gaze in the backyard of 
her home at 6170 Kingsbury 
boulevard was an ugly garage 
that took up about one-fourth of 
the area, and a sea of mud where 
she could hardly get a blade of 
grass to grow. Originally from 


the South, where outdoor gardens ~ 


are an accepted adjunct to daily 
living, she longed for a _ spot 
where she might do informal en- 
tertaining during the long, hot 
months of a St. Louis summer. 


Her prime requirements for 
such a spot were privacy, a mini- 
mum of upkeep, and as much 
usable space as possible for her 
entertaining. With no training in 
the planning oi such a garden, 
and with only the combined help 
of her husband and children in 
the actual labor, the result has 
been the creation of a charming 
outdoor spot where family and 
friends while away many a plea- 
sant summer hour. Done over a 
period of six or seven years, the 
gradual transformation of the 
*“‘mud patch” into a living terrace 
may well serve as a beacon to 


New Gadgets 
Of Interest 
To Household 


HE introduction of a window 
T fan which will fit 18-inch win- 

dows is of special interest to 
those living in new homes where 
casement windows are used ex- 
tensively. The unit actually con- 
sists of twin fans, one above the 
other, thus providing movement 
of enough cubic feet of air to do 
an efficient job. Blades ean be 
reversed by means of convenient 
knobs so that cool air may be 
drawn in or stale air forced out 
at will, each fan operating in- 
dependently of the other.

It is highly 
practical since it will not chip, is 
impervious to water, alcoh 
other stains, and is heat resistant, 
eliminating the need for table 
pads on dining tables. It is es- 
pecially well adapted for card 
tables, providing an ideal playing 
surface. 
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A NEW LINE of giftware fea- 
tures the use of a special metal 
alloy of a lustrous, golden finish 
with emerald-green glass. The 
combination is both striking and 
beautiful. Pieces are well designed 
and useful. Particularly effective 
are a cocktail set with tray, and 
a two-tier Lazy Susan. Relish 
dishes and jam jars have their 
own small forks or spoons of the 
golden metal. 
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IF YOU ARE already thinking 
in terms of vacation travel, give 
a thought to a little plastic dryer 
designed to provide a place to 
hang your nightly washing of lin- 
gerie, gloves or hose. This is real- 
ly a plastic clothes pin with a 
hook on the end to fit over 
shower rack or towel bar. De- 
signed to hang in small, out-of- 
the-way spots, it has a strong 
spring to provide a good grip on 
garments.

others with similar problems and 
desires. 

Working on privacy first, Mrs. 
McClain completely surrounded 
the yard with a high fence of 
woven cedar saplings and then 
adroitly softened the effect with 
a profusion of climbing roses. 
Then, knowing she wanted sepa- 
rate and distinct areas for living 
and dining, but realizing that the 
space available was too small to 
be divided up by any type of wall, 
she wisely achieved the desired 
effect by the utilization of differ- 
ent materials. 
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Y running a garden path down 
the center of the yard, she not 
only created two separate 
areas, but provided a walkway for 
deliveries to the house. The living 
part of the yard at one side of 
this path also contains the garage, 
the walls of which have been cov- 
ered with lattice holding clematis. 
This wall serves as a backdrop for 
the tiny patch of grass lawn which 
has been kept to give a touch of 
green but which has been held 
to a minimum for ease of upkeep. 
Between this lawn and the house 
is a large area, paved in concrete, 
holding a number of big, comfort- 
ble wood chairs and a hammock 

or lounging and entertaining. A 
huge slab of white marble, re- 
moved from the bathroom wall 
when it was remodeled, forms the 
top of a table, the base being of 
plain white wood. 

The other half of the yard, 
which forms the dining area, is 
done entirely in red brick, all 
laid by the McClains themselves. 
The contrast of this brick area 
to the grass and concrete of the 
living side, sets it apart and adds 
charming pattern to the yard. 
Half way down this brick terrace 


and on a line with the edge of 
the garage a low brick wall has 
been built which serves not only 
to divide the dining end from the 
cooking end of this terrace, but 
creates a feeling of symmetry, as 
well. 

A most ingenious device was 
worked out by Mrs. MeClain in 
the building of this little brick 
wall. Across the top of the wall 
were inset three pieces of black 
fron in a grape design to add a 
touch of pattern and lightness to 
the brick. On the opposite side 
of the wall from the dining ter- 
race, the brick barbecue pit was 
built in and the center section of 
irog was made to lift out so that 
thd@@surface of the grill would be 
accessible for serving from either 
side of the wall. Iron furniture 
of the Victorian type furnishes 
this terrace. 

The final touch that completes 
the charm of this garden is the 
little fish pond, with its spray 
fountain and naturalistic border 
of rocks and planting, nestled at 
the side of the garage. Visible 
from both the living and dining 
terraces, it gives a feeling of cool- 
ness on the warmest day with its 
sound of splashing water. 

In contrast to the McClain’s 
garden, that of Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward G. Hotchkiss at 4637 Persh- 
ing avenue is devoted primarily 
to the growing of shrubs and 
plants. Mrs. Hotchkiss, who loves 
gardening, has created a little 
oasis of green in the heart of the 
city, entirely through her own 
planning and labors, with the 
able, part-time assistance of her 
husband. She, too, desired a feel- 
ing of privacy and a little spot 
for dining but the prime emphasis 
in her garden is on growing 
Ghings. 
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her yard with a fence of wide 
boards, painted black, but shrubs 
have been planted in such profu- 
sion that the fence is only visible 
in one or two spots, by design. 
One of these spots is at the en- 
trance to the garden where the 
bare board fence serves as a back- 
ground for the forsythia and 
mock orange which Mrs. Hotch- 
kiss has managed to espalier, a 
method of training trees or 
shrubs to grow flat against a wall. 


Walking past the two huge 
green glass jars which flank the 
start of the little brick walk that 
leads into the garden, one is 
struck immediately by the wealth 
of bloom that Mrs. Hotchkiss has 
managed to create in the heart 
of the city. In planning the gar- 
den, Mrs. Hotchkiss explains that 
she has a special fondness for 
curves and things off center and 
her garden wag laid out with this 
in mind. 

Curving beds of flowers and 
shrubs completely outline the 
edges of the yard and meet at 
the ‘back around a focal point of 
interest. This focal point is cre- 
ated with an old wrought-iron 
garden gate set against the board 
fence, above which hangs a 
charming little garden plaque of 
a Madonna. The arched top of 
this plaque is repeated in the 
arched line of the fence and the 
same shape is again repeated in 


‘the little pool at the base of the 
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fence. 

EFORE this eharming setting 
B is a little brick terrace, laid 

entirely by the owners them- 
selves and used throughout the 
summer months for outdoor din- 
ing and lounging. Comfortable

table are all painted a soft tone 
of gray which seems to blend 
into the background. The small 
area left between terrace and 
garden is planted in grass, again 
for ease of upkeep, save for a 
little circular bed that is placed 
off-center near the entrance-way. 
This little bed is eompletely 
edged in ivy and is accented in 
the center by a delightful little 
figure of Pan overlooking a little 
bird bath. 

It is impossible to enumerate 
all the varieties of shrubs and 
plants that have gone into the 
making of this garden but Mrs. 
Hotchkiss has selected them care- 
fully for their shade-loving quali- 
ties. Eight different varieties of 
mock orange are used against the 
fence for their tall habit of 
growth which completely hides 
the yards at either side. By ex- 
perimenting, Mrs. Hotchkiss 
found that by planting forsythia 
at the base of these tall shrubs 
and keeping it elipped she could 
hide their big wngainly stems. 


Again after experimenting, 
Mrs. Hotchkiss found that the 


most successful evergreens for 
city planting were Yews and 
Pirus Japonicas. She has also had 
great success with azaleas, a shrub 
that has always been extremely 
difficult to raise in St. Louis. 
Flowers grown among the 
greenery include all the spying : 
bulbs and such shade-lovers~ as~ 
bleeding heart, phlox, and colum- 
bine. Part of the garden is edged 
with strawberry plants which 
yield enough fruit for breakfast 
every morning. Divided from the 
garden proper and screened. by 
shrubs is a little vegetable garden 
where greens and tomatoes pro- 
vide fresh salad makings through- 
out the summer. 


Here, then, are two gardens 
which might well serve as guides 
to others who would like to tfans- 
form eyesore into areas of ciixym 
and usability. Whether yougre 
an outdoor entertainer like Mrs. 
McClain or a green thumb gar- 
dener like Mrs. Hotchkiss, you ean 
make your own backyard into a 
beauty spot—that is, if you dan 
make the lord and master siic- 
cumb to your enthusiasm.

The 
berries provide cash when little 
other money is forthcoming. 
In an area taking in six coun- 
ties, the estimated total pick this 
season, the best in two decades, 
is 100,000 crates. Most of it is 
marketed through some 20 co-op 
growers associations, which also 
help channel labor into the fields. 
Sometimes there are as many as 
100 pickers to the acre, for straw- 
berries must be gathered quickly 
to avoid spoilage. 
The relatively few big-scale 
growers bring in outside labor— 
miners from around Joplin, Indians 
from Oklahoma, migrant pickers 
from everywhere. Most of these 
pickers bring their families, and all 
work, living in tents pitched near 
the fields. When the berries ripen 
before the normal end of the school 
term, school is let out early so 
pupils, too, can lend a hand, and 
the time is made up in the fall.

HE process of transforming a ladle-full of molten metal 
into a machine part, a section of a garden bench or a 
locomotive frame is an ancient craft. The principle of 

founding is to pack sand tightly around a wood or metal 
pattern, remove the pattern and pour fluid metal into the 
hole it has left. The metal then is molded by the shape 
of the cavity. Some special mass-production techniques 
have been added, but the basic process has always been 
much the same. 

Although the principle is simple, the skill necessary 
to perform it is hard come by. To encourage student 
molders and pattern-makers during their long learning 
period, the American Foundrymen’s Society’ holds a 
yearly contest for foundry trainees. In heavy industry 
centers throughout the country, including St. Louis, elimi- 
nations are held under rules almost as rigidly defined as 
those for an Olympic event. 

On a foundry floor set apart for the contest, compet- 
ing trainees go through all the steps in making an actual 
pattern or mold; products rated best in local contests then 
are shipped to a central point for final judging. Final 
winners receive a free trip to the societ7’s convention and 
$100 prizes. 

This year, two St. Louis trainees won national awards. 
In the metal pattern division, John W. Burkholder Jr. of 
Overland, student at Central Pattern Company, received 
the top prize—after having won a first last year in the 
wood pattern division. 

The other St: Louis winner was Richard A. Bowman, 
trainee at the St. Louis foundry of the American Car and 
Foundry Company, whose casting of a motor mount was 
ruled best in the iron molding division. The steps in

EMON pie is one of the standard desserts that has never 
lost its popularity. Through the years, however, it has 
taken on many variations, ranging from simple pies 

to rather elaborate past 

A lemon fluff pie that goes back to the simpler form 
of the dessert, but is delicate and has a meringue crust, 
was adapted by 17-year-old Betty Welek of St. Louis. A 
cooking enthusiast, she has been experimenting with recipes 
since she was 14. 

She begins by preparing the meringue for the pie crust. 
Egg whites are beaten, until stiff, with salt and cream of 
tartar. Sugar is added, a little at a time, and beating is 
continued until whites are glossy. They are then spread 
in a buttered pie plate and baked in a slow oven (275 de- 
grees) for 25 minutes. Heat is turned up to 300 degrees 
and baking continued for another 25 minutes or until crust 
has a faint brown tint. 

To make the filling, beaten egg yolks, sugar, and 
lemon rind and juice are stirred and cooked slowly over 
hot water until the mixture thickens. Mixture is then re- 
moved from the heat and cooled. Half of whipped cream is 
folded in, and filling is poured into meringue crust. Re- 
maining whipped cream is spread over the top. Pie should 
be cold before serving. 

INGREDIENTS: For crust: Four egg whites, one pinch | 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon cream of tartar, one cup sugar. 
For filling: Four egg yolks, one-half cup sugar, four table- 
spoons lemon juice, grated rind of one lemon, one pint 
whipping cream. These amounts will serve six.

The Turning Point 


| Yyocmer MEETING and a few chance 
remarks, one winter day in 1947, set 
up the chain of events that recently 
made young Frank Pace, Jr., the na- 
tion’s new Secretary of the Army. 

Pace, now only 37, was thinking 
vaguely about his future that day as he 
set out to keep a luncheon date with 
White House secretary “Matt” Connelly. 

For two years he had been executive 
assistant to Postmaster General Bob 
Hannigan. Now Hannigan had retired. 

Hannigan had n a busy man — he 
was the Democratic party’s national 
chairman — and Pace had been ap- 
pointed to keep an eye on the day-to- 
day workings of the department. With 
Hannigan gone, the original reason for 
Pace’s job had disappeared, too. 


The Unexpected Guest 


Pace and Connelly had just sat down 
when they were joined by James E. 
Webb, the husky Director of the Budget. 
As the conversation waxed, it was 
pointed out that Pace could earn more 
money outside the government. 
“You know, for some reason,” Pace re- 
flected, “that idea doesn’t appeal to me. 
“When I got out of Harvard law 
school, I had a chance to enter the law 
firm of John W. Davis in New York. 
“Instead I went back home to Little 
Rock, Ark., and became an assistant dis- 
trict attorney. 
“I’ve never regretted it. I’m in gov- 
ernment service, and I want to stay.” 
Webb listened. A few days later he 
invited the young man to become Assis- 
tant Director of the Budget Bureau. 
Then, when Webb moved over to the 
State Department as Under Secretary, 
last year, Pace was the logical choice for 
Director of the Budget. And when the 
Defense Department’s “Little Cabinet” 
was reshuffled this spring, Mr. Truman 
picked him to head the nation’s Army.

(And that 
actresses, like other women, often become more 
attractive as the years go by?) 

The whole world knows that some of Broadway’s finest 
Stage successes have had leading women-such as Helen 
Hayes and Gertrude Lawrence — well past 40. But in 
youth-obsessed Hollywood, an actress’ 40th birthday is :

“Age is one of the great, cock-eyed bugaboos of Holly- 
wood,’ says Miss Davis. ‘A woman is younger at 40 than 
she is at 20—if her mind is alive! It would be wonderful 
to stay 35 all your life, but as long as God and nature 
won't have it that way, let’s face the fact.”

Hollywood press agents sometimes act as 
though they would prefer to shoot themselves 
rather than acknowledge a movie star’s true age. 
Trying to conceal birthdates is one of the leading 
ulcer-producers in the film capital. Publicity 
men dodge the age question when it is asked. 
They will work hard to give you biographies that 
reveal everything from color of hair to weight, 
but never, never the age. 

Actresses who are forty-plus (there may be 
many more of them than you realize . . . see box 
at right) aren’t the only ones who are supposed 
not to hear questions about their years. Young 
stars, too, are trained to brush off the question. 
Their official biographies usually give you only 
the day and the month of their birth! The year is 
not stated. The reason? Hollywood says it would 
“impair box office appeal.” 

Says Bette Davis: “Bosh! The people out here 
who are so horrified when the subject of age 
comes up ought to spend their time being horri- 
fied about the absence of good film stories!"

Sot OTHER HOLLYWoop leading ladies whose 
birthdays have been piling up are Joan Craw- 
ford, Jean Arthur, Irene Dunne, Greta Garbo, 
Myrna Loy, Jeanette MacDonald, Joan Bennett, 
Katharine Hepburn and Madeleine Carroll.

CTORS LIKE CLARK GABLE, Fred MacMurray, Wal- 

ter Pidgeon and Gary Cooper are far beyond 

the juvenile stage but they continue to play the 
same romantic roles year after year. 

Miss Davis is only one of many observers who 
feel that in a nation rapidly advancing in age 
level, there is a broadening interest in more 
mature movies. 

But Hollywood, she says, simply does not write 
scripts for either men or women of middle age. 
“T honestly think,” she says, “that the best act- 
ing age is found between the.ages of 40 and 50, 
whether it be on stage or screen. 

“Look at stars like Katharine Cornell pr Lynn 
Fontanne who draw sell-out audiences solely on 
the basis of their art.” 

The only danger for a screen actress of 40 is 
being cast opposite a man of 20 or 25, Miss Davis 
says. Otherwise there are few parts a fine actress 
can’t do well. In “Story of a Divorce,” Miss Davis 
does a scene with Barry Sullivan (now 37-ED.) 
in which both are kids of 14. Both have the act- 
ing experience to project themselves believably 


in a splendid scene. Lighting and make-up play 
an important part in the illusion. But the real 
illusion is in the acting. 

It would be well if all Hollywood took a cue 
from Ezio Pinza whose role in “South Pacific” 
has exploded the theory that a man has to be 
collegiate to make feminine hearts go pitter-pat. 
Men, women and children alike enjoy Pinza. 

Meanwhile, surveys indicate a large section of 
the adult population is not going to the movies 
any more. TV is partly responsible. But failure of 
the movies to supply grown-up stories and grown- 
up acting is another tremendous factor. 

“I wonder if Hollywood thinks audiences g0 to 
movies to look for their lost youth?” ponders 
Miss Davis. “Some day we will grow up!”

Plaster jackets and second-hand bones 


help surgeons work magic with curvatures 
By KARL KOHRS 


I" A WARD IN A BUSY HOSPITAL lie nine teen-age girls with 
crooked backs, imprisoned in massive plaster casts. 

The plaster forms cover them from head to thigh, leav- 
ing arms free. The girls look out through openings in 
/their helmet-like head casts. 

These girls will live in them from six to eight months. 
They cannot move their bodies. But they know that when 
months of imprisonment end, they will be free to stand 
Straight and proud, like other people. 

These young patients, victims of scoliosis (lateral 
curvature of the spine) are among the hundreds who 
have come to the Hospital for Special Surgery, in New 
York City, to have their crooked backs straightened. 
This is done today by a “turnbuckle cast,” plus surgery. 

The turnbuckle cast itself (see photo above) is sO 
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Hinged cast is a lever that 


shifts spine back into line 


constructed that as the turnbuckle is screwed tight, over 
a period of one to six weeks, it acts as a lever to straighten 
the spine. Slow, steady pressure does the trick. 

The straightening process causes the patient no pain. 
When X-rays show the spine is as straight as possible, 
a spinal “welding” operation is performed. 

For this operation, known as a fusion, surgeons draw 
from the hospital’s famous “bone bank” (see photo 
below), where healthy bones (the by-product of ampu- 


tations or bone-removal operations) are stored at 10 to 
20 degrees below zero. " 


How the ‘Used Bone’ Is Planted

ing again. The cast is fitted with straps and buckles, so 
that the wearer may remove it when bathing and sleep- 
ing. As the patient grows stronger, and walks about more, 
the jacket is gradually discarded. 

Spinal experts say scoliosis, which often begins at 
birth, is a common, if painless, deformity. Except for 
their stooped appearance, scoliotics can live normally. 

Sometimes spinal curvature results from infantile 
paralysis. Other cases are congenital. In a large group of 
cases, however, the cause is unknown — these are called 
idiopathic. Specialists have found most idiopathic sco- 
liotics are girls, and 85 percent have triple curvatures. 

Spinal fusions have been performed on children as 
young as six and on adults 23 or 24 years old. But surgeons 
Say they prefer to operate when the child is between 13 
and 15. After that age, the spine does not tend to change 
Shape or develop new curves. 

The plaster jacket and spinal fusion are a boon espe- 
cially to children. Youngsters, say spinal specialists, do
